REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITION 
FOR RETROACTIVE LICENSE UNDER 3 5 U.S. C. § 184 

This is in response to a March 26, 2002 Decision on 
Request for Retroactive License Under 37 C.F.R. § 5.25 
("Decision") in the above- identified patent application. 

The Decision relates to applicants 1 Petition for 
Retroactive License Under 35 U.S.C. § 184 and 37 C.F.R. 
§§ 5.14(a) and 5.25 ("Petition"), filed June 8, 2001. The 
Decision states that the Petition was denied because the 
individual who had the authority and filed the application in 
Malaysia has not declared that the application was filed through 



error and without deceptive intent. The Decision further states 
that an explanation is needed on why the telephone call (original 
Petition page 2, K 3) was not heeded. 

Accordingly, applicants are submitting herewith: 

1. Declaration of Dave A. Wyatt, the individual 
who had the authority and filed the application in Malaysia. 

2. Declaration of Andrew W. Shiue, the individual 
who placed the telephone call discussed in the original Petition 
at page 2 , % 3 . 

3. Declaration of Joey Bennett, the individual who 
filed the April 4, 2001 facsimile letter from Martin Round 
discussed in the Declaration of Andrew W. Shiue at H 5. 

The Declarations set forth the proof that the 
application was filed through error and without deceptive intent. 
The Declarations further set forth an explanation as to why the 
telephone call (original Petition page 2, f 3) was not heeded. 

On April 2, 2001, a facsimile letter was sent from 
David Toma to Henry Goh & Co. to file a counterpart application 
(hereinafter "ODS/25 Malaysia") to the above -identified patent 
application in Malaysia by April 5, 2001. The facsimile letter 
enclosed a copy of the above -identified patent application. 

Dave Wyatt of Henry Goh & Co. received the facsimile 
letter and the enclosed patent application from David Toma, which 
instructed Henry Goh & Co. to file ODS/25 Malaysia by April 5, 
2 001. These instructions were properly docketed by Henry Goh & 
Co. 



On April 3, 2001 at 10:37 pm, Andrew W. Shiue contacted 
Henry Goh & Co. via telephone to further instruct them not to 
file ODS/25 Malaysia until April 5, 2 001 because we were waiting 
for a foreign filing license to be granted.* A foreign filing 
license was granted on April 5, 2001. 

Dave Wyatt did not receive the April 3, 2001 telephone 
call that was placed by Andrew W. Shiue. The time of that call 
in Malaysia was 10:37 A.M. on April 4, 2001. 

Dave Wyatt, on the morning of April 4, 2 001, in 
accordance with the April 2, 2001 facsimile letter, filed ODS/25 
Malaysia in the Malaysian Patent Office. 

To the best of Dave Wyatt 1 s understanding, the April 3, 
2 001 telephone call that was placed by Andrew W. Shiue was 
received by Martin Round of Henry Goh & Co. Martin Round worked 
in the trademark department at Henry Goh & Co. 

To the best of Dave Wyatt ! s understanding, Martin Round 
believed that the April 3, 2001 telephone call that was placed by 
Andrew W. Shiue was regarding a trademark application, not a 
patent application. 

A copy of an urgent facsimile of April 4, 2001 from 
Martin Round to Andrew W. Shiue is attached to Andrew W. Shiue 1 s 
Declaration as Exhibit B. The heading of the urgent facsimile 
refers to "New Malaysia Trade Mark Applications in the name of 
ODS Properties" (emphasis added) . The body of the facsimile of

April 4, 2001 from Martin Round begins with n [f]urther to our 
conversation this morning." This confirms that Martin Round and 
Andrew W. Shiue had a telephone conversation on the morning of 
April 4, 2001 Malaysian time, which would be during the evening 
of April 3, 2 001 in Eastern Daylight Time. This time corresponds 
to the time when Andrew W. Shiue placed the April 3, 2 001 call to 
Henry Goh & Co. 

The heading of the urgent facsimile copy attached to 
Andrew W. Shiue 1 s Declaration as Exhibit B shows the words "Trade 
Mark" crossed out with the word "Patent" written in above "Trade 
Mark." Andrew W. Shiue did not notice that the heading stated 
"Trade Mark." Joey Bennett, the individual who filed the urgent 
facsimile crossed out "Trade Mark" and wrote in "Patent" because 
she understood that the facsimile letter was regarding a patent 
application, not a trade mark application; however, that 
correction was not made until some time after April 5, 2 0 01 

To the best of Dave Wyatt 's understanding, he never 
received the telephone instructions to foreign file ODS/2 5 
Malaysia on April 5, 2 001 because Martin Round received the 
telephone instructions and believed them to refer to a trade mark 
application. Martin Round worked exclusively with regard to 
trade mark applications and Dave Wyatt works exclusively with 
regard to patent applications. To the best of Dave Wyatt' s 
understanding, if Martin Round believed that the instructions 
were for a trade mark application, Martin Round would not have 
informed Dave Wyatt of them. 



Applicants, therefore, did not have any intent to file 
ODS/25 Malaysia without a foreign filing license. Dave Wyatt of 
Henry Goh & Co. filed ODS/25 Malaysia on April 4, 2001 without 
deceptive intent because Dave Wyatt did not receive the 
instructions from Andrew W. Shiue to file ODS/2 5 Malaysia on 
April 5, 2001. 

Accordingly, ODS/2 5 Malaysia was filed in Malaysia 
through error and without deceptive intent. In addition, the 
aforementioned facts explain why the April 3, 2001 telephone call 
from Andrew W. Shiue was not heeded. 

Reconsideration of applicants 1 Petition in view of this 
evidence and the evidence presented in the originally- filed 
Petition papers is respectfully requested.

The 
April 2, 2001 letter instructed Henry Goh & Co. to file an 



application (hereinafter "ODS/25 Malaysia"), claiming the benefit 
of ODS/25 and U.S. provisional application No. 60/194,799, filed 
on April 5, 2000, by; April 5, 2001. 

4. On April 3, 2001 at 10:37 pm, I contacted Henry Goh 
& Co. via telephone to further instruct them not to file ODS/25 
Malaysia until April 5, 2001 because we were waiting for a 
foreign filing license to be granted. A copy of Fish & Neave's 
telephone records is attached hereto as Exhibit A as evidence of 
the telephone instructions. 

5. On April 4, 2001, I received a facsimile letter 
from Martin Round that confirms the April 3, 2001 telephone call. 
(The facsimile confirms a call on the morning of April 4, 2001 in 
Malaysia, which was the evening of April 3, 2001 in Eastern 
Daylight Time.) In addition, the facsimile letter states that 
they did not receive any facsimiles either on April 4, 2001 or 
earlier in the week for ODS Properties.
